ere’s the setting: there’s a fire on a 

. A BART train immobilized in the 
Transbay Tube on the Oakland side. 

Here’s the action: firefighters from Oak- 
land and San Francisco enter the Tube to 
extinguish the blaze and assist in the evac- 
uation of approximately 200 passengers. 
About 40 of the ‘passengers’ are ‘injured’ 
and they will require preliminary medical 
attention at the West Oakland Station. 

Well, it didn’t really happen. It was 
make believe, but it was the kind of make 
believe that tests procedures and equip- 
ment, sharpens skills and pinpoints areas 
for improvement in responding to a real 
emergency. 

The event was the Multicasualty Emer- 
gency Procedures Exercise, conducted by 
BART in cooperation with the Oakland 
Fire Department, the San Francisco Fire 
Department, the Regional Medical Sys- 
tems, the Alameda County Emergency 
Medical Services, the Alameda County 
Office of Emergency Services, the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, Kaiser Hospital, the Oak- 
land Office of Emergency Services and the 


Oakland Police Department. BART’s par- 
ticipation was coordinated by Kathy Roth 
of the System Safety Department. 

The people who voluntarily served as 
‘passengers’ including about 30 BART em- 
ployees, sipped hot coffee and munched 
on doughnuts at the West Oakland Sta- 
tion a few minutes after five o’clock on 
Sunday morning, September 13, Then 
they filed into a westbound BART train 
and the drill was officially underway. 

At the 3.5 milepost on the M1 line, the 
train was brought to a halt and the opera- 
tor reported to Central that there was a 
fire on the train and he was unable to pro- 
ceed to the Embarcadero Station in San 
Francisco. 

The operator also told the ‘passengers’ 
that the train was to be evacuated and to 
follow the procedures for evacuation 
posted in each car. 

A ‘rescue train’ was dispatched from the 
West Oakland Station to the scene of the 
‘fire? It returned to the West Oakland Sta- 
tion with the evacuated ‘passengers’, in- 
cluding the ‘injured? A second ‘rescue

Ken Meyers Visits Moscow and Kiev 


arch 16 this year proved to be the 

beginning of one of the most fulfill- 
ing experiences of my life. The event by 
nature was a mission but became much 
more than that. I was given the opportu- 
nity to be part of a nationwide Christian 
Leadership team going to Moscow; and 
minister in a conference-seminar setting to 
Christian leaders who met with us. Some 
of these leaders had come from as far away 
as the Pacific Ocean and other remote 
parts of the continent. 

We had a dynamic time meeting our ex- 
tended family on the other side of the 
globe. We were entertained by Russian 
dancers and singers at the reception din- 
ner at our hotel in Moscow, the largest 
hotel complex in Eurasia. Our stay in- 
cluded a brief tour of the city. We ate in 
one of the tallest revolving restaurant tow- 
ers in the world. We visited Red Square 
(Lenin’s Tomb) and went within the seven- 
tower fortress wall of the former seat of 
government for the Soviet Union, “The 
Kremlin.’ There we saw what was claimed 
to be the largest cannon and largest bell in 
the world. An interesting note was that 
within the very fortress of this ex-Commu- 
nistic governments complex were probably 
the most extravagant architecturally de- 
signed Russian Orthodox churches in the 
world. 

Throughout our stay in Moscow we 
were taken in by many issues: the old, al- 
most archaic architecture on the buildings 
just crumbling away; people in need of ba- 
sics, (food, clothes, health care); a govern- 
ment trying to emerge and people stag- 
nated by years of unproductivity under 
Communism; statues of Lenin dismantled; 
flea markets or open markets in the streets 
once prohibited and American, not Rus- 
sian movies, on television; (We were told 
Russian people felt their movies were too 
depressing); a six pack of Coke for Ameri- 
can 30 cents; (Most people live on the 
equivalent of $20 a month). All of these is- 
sues changed the way I viewed Russia as I 
had from my youth from “A giant to be 
reckoned with” to a needy nation. 

My prayers go out to them, “the people” 
of that nation. The churches of that 
county are opened up and being given 
back to the people and filling up daily. 
This country had a rich spiritual history 
and heritage and it was inspiring to me

that their “faith in God” did not diminish 
with time or in the face of opposition and 
persecution dealt to them by the hammer 
of Communism. 

The second phase of this trip took our 
team to Kiev. This Ukrainian city was dec-

orated by enormous statues much like the 
ones in Moscow. A 300-foot stainless steel- 
plated statue of a woman was erected on a 
hill overlooking the city and river which 
flowed through the city. She was called 
“The Mother of the Ukraine” She lifted a 
sword above all the structures built which 
offended the community because it was 
taller than the crosses on the Orthodox 
churches. The city officials cut the tip off 
to make “Mother Ukraine” a little lower. 

Kiev, not far from Chernobyl, where 
the radiation leak occurred a few years 
ago, has a children’s hospital to treat some 
of the younger victims of the fallout. The 
highlights of my experience was to go into 
this hospital and visit, give toys, candy 
and pray for these little ones. We were all 
changed by this experience. 

Well I hope you’ve enjoyed this article. 
When all was said and done I had to 
thank the Lord for this great country we 
live in, because we are Blessed.
